WAR ON THE ORGAN. 


The Question of Instrumental Music in the 
Church Discussed by Presbyterians, 


PHILADELPHIA, May 31.—The question of 
instruments! music in churches will not stay 
settled in the general assembly of the Presby- 
terian church. It cameup again today in the 
discussion of the report of the general commit- 
tee on home missions. In the course of the 
discnuesion on the report, general charges of 
unfaithfuiness upon the part of missionaries 
were made by Rev. 8. Kennedy, creating 
eomething of a sensation. The burden of his 
complaint was that they had used instrumen: 
tal music in the services, “in ence,” 
he added, “of Corist. So long 
as uninspired melody is used,” he 
continued, “The church wiil not contribute to 
home missions.” A somewhat sharp debate 
followed and in a brief defense of the report. 
Rev. J. BR. MoCallister, of Massachusett, made 
light of Mr. Kennedy’s charges and declared 
he was “tired of this waving of the bloody- 
shirt.” 

To bring this point formally before the as- 
eembly, Rev. J. G. Carson, seconded by Rey. 
Geo. C, Vincent, presented this proposition: 

Resolved, That no part of the money appropri- 
ated in this report shall be expended in any con- 
gregation whichis known to use instruments of 
music in connection with the worship of God. 

The yeas and nays were called for on this 
resolution, the result being a decisive victory 
for the advocates of instrumental music. 

The resolution was overwhelmingly defeated. 
The vote was—fer instrumental music 122, 
against 28, 

Later on when other business was under 
consideration, Rev. James Brown revived the 
music issue by asking: 

“Am I right in understanding that the re- 
jection of Dr. Carson’s resolution means that 
the corruption of and the innovation of the 
worship of God in mission work by the use of 
instruments of music is to be continued at 
pleasure by the board.” 

“The rejection of the resolution,” answered 
Mcderator Gibson, “means that this assambly 
declines to impose on the board any additional 
rules, that they now have ample rules on the 
subject and by its action today the assembly 
declines to add any more.”’ ! 

The explavation did not seem to satisfy Rev. 
Mr. Brown, and he was disposed to complain. 

“T can’t gee that the situation has been im- 
proved,” hesaid. “There is nothing to pre- 
vent the continued use of instrumental music,” 

As no one seemed disposed to further argue 
the point, the subject was dropped. 

Church extension was disc at some 
length and the report on that subject was fave 
orably acted on. 

In this connection, Rev. Dr. Carson found 
opportunity to say that he desired it tobe re- 
corded that his views on the matter of home 
mission with regard, to instrumental masic 
applied to church work. He could not con- 
scientiously contribute to that work if instru.

extension funds. :

RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS.

| ANegro Apks Damages for Being Ejected Frome 


Firat Claes Oar and a White Man Sues for Dam- 
ages on Account of Being Morced to 
Leave eo “Jim Grow” Oar, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—A complaint has 
been received by fthe interstate c»mmerce 
commirsioners from Wm. H. Councill, atolored 
man, directed against the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad company, in which he avers that 
on account of his.color he was forcibly ejected 
froma firs}-class car after having paid for a 
first-class ticket. He asks thatthe commis- 
sion award him $25,000 damages, and such 
other relief as it msy desm proper. 

In an interview with Commissioner Bragg, 
in relation to this complaint as published in 
the Evening Star, Mr. Bragg said : 

“IT know Councill well. Heis one of the 
brightest and best of our colored citizens. He 
is a staunch democrat, and canvaases the state 
atevery election for the democratic tickefé. 
He is _ not & man who 
to push himself forward because 
of any ambition to obtain social equality. He 
is modest and unassuming. Heisa gentleman. 
When I was president of the Alabama board 
of railroad commissioners, I required railroads 
(o furnish first class accommodations for all 
passergers-who paid first classfare. There was 
a fearful kisk against it, but I stuck to it and 
enforced the order. They have no right to ex- 
ect first class fare from a colored man and then 
give him fourth class accommodations. The 
result of my order was that railroads had te 
farnieh separate first class cars for first class 
colored pastengers. Why the repressntatives 
of these very railroad companies came up here 
and endeavored to pursuade the president not 
to"appoint me upon this commission because I 
had taken a stand in favor of what I regarded 
as justice to the colored people. That was the 
only point they made against me, but the presi- 
dent did not seem te cy ge with them in 
their’opporition tome. This complaint is not 
against any Alabama railroad, itis made 
againstthe Georgia Central. Perhaps, as a 
burlesque, or with a view of making Councill’s 
ecmpleint ridicnlous, a white citizen of Geor- 
gia his forwarded the charge that the Goorgia 
Central refused to permit him to ride in a “Jim 
Crow” car, as the car set apart for colored pass- 
engersis called. The complaint has not yet 
been received, but the commissioners have 
been advised that it isconsing. In terms it 
tollows the complaint of Councill, alleging that 
the complainant paid first-class fare and there- 
fore had the right to ride in any car, but when 
he sought to enter the colored car, he was pre- 
vented by railroad employes. The white citi- 
zen complains that he was discriminated 
against because of his color, that had he been 
a negrohecould have traveled inthe “Jim 
Crow,” car. 

The Atlanta and North Carolina Railway 
company has filed an appiication fora en- 
sion of the fourth section of the interstate law, 
as far as it affects Morehead City and Kingston, 
N. C., avérriog that at both those points water 
competition will rnin its basiness unless the 
relief cought is granted. 

I. H. Barrett, president of the State Farmers’ 
Ailiance of Minnesota, transmits a long list of 
requests by the execative commitice of the al- 
liance looking toa vigcrous enforcement of the 
interstate commerce law, especially that _ 
relating tothe long and short haul. Theo Alili- 
ance takes the ground that such basiness in- 
tcrests as can be sustained only by reason ofthe 
suspension of the fourth section ought not to 
be sustained at all. Itis better that tho busi- 
ness of the country be left to the natural law 
of trade than that a few favored persons in 
certain places should be able to organize and 
ealry on colossal enterprises because of advant- 
ages in use of railways of the country. 

Pirrssoura, May 31.—The iron and steel 
manufacturers of thiscity will make an appeal 
to” the. interstate commerce commission from 
the classification of certain specialities made by 
the trunk lines commission at a recent moet- 
ing held im New York. The classification is 
in the nature of a reduction on the fifth class 
articles, but did not include hoops, bands and 
sheet iron, fencing, plain wire, axles, springs, 
links and pins. These articles have heretofore 
been considered in the fifth class aud the 
manufacturers claim that not to include 
them in the reduction is a gross dis- 
crimination. ee 


THE WORK OF DEVILS. 


An Attampt to Blow Up a House with 
Dynanite. 

PiTTsBuRG, Pa., May 31.—At about 2:30 this 
morning an attempt was made to blow up the 
shaft building of the Pittsburg and Cleveland 
Gas, Coal and Coke company, at Davidson 
station, Southwest Pennsylvania railroad, about 
three-fourths of a mile north of Connellsville, 
A bomb made of a one and a half inch gas- 
pipe, filled with dynamiteand plugged with an 
oak plug, was placed under the building and 
fired, The bomb was not placed far enough 
under ths building to accomplish the ob- 
ject sought and no serious damage was 
done. The pumper, one fireman and a watch- 
man wereinthe building at the time when 
the explosion occurred : they ran out and were 
fired upon. There were three, and possibly 
four, men in the party, but none were recog- 
nized. After firing about a dozen shots at the 
men who were inthe building, they ran to- 
ward Connellsville. The dynamiters are sap- 
posed to be strikers, and belong about Con- 
nelisville. There can be no reason assigned 
for the act except for pure deviltry, as there 
was no work being done, and no attempt to 
work, except pumping water out of the mines.

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COTTON WAREHOUSE BURNED. 
A Large Building Destroyed by Fire in New 
York. 
New Yorx, May 31.—A large, 8-story 


brick storege war of irregular shape, 
situated in the block bounded by King, Charl- 


_ ton, West snd Washington streets, and its val- 


uable contents of cotton rags, wine and general 
merchandise was almost entirely consumed by 
fire tonight. The lossis difficult to estimate, 
but the present calculation places it from $250,- 
000 to $300,000. A gang of workmen were 
busy on the ground floor of the building ‘just 
before six o’clock, and one of them started to 
go into an adjacent hallway with a lamp in his 
hand. He lad scarcely reached the hall when 
the Jamp exploded and the scattering of blaz- 
ing oil quickly crept from bale to bale of cot- 
ton, standing all about the room. 

An alarm was promptly sounded and a sec- 
ond and third, butthe inflammable natures of 
the exten as storshouse, its immense 
area, €x asit did through to the foar 
streets, which d the block, anda strong 


breeze, combined to produces mass of flames. 


and twisted in and out thro these openings 
until every section ef the building was in 
flames. Water towers were erected, exten- 
sion ladders run up; the river fire boats 
Zopher, Miller, and Havemeyer, were called 
into requisition and lines of hose arranged on 
the roof of an adjacent storchouse, but all 
efforts te save the building proved unavailing, 
and at 11 o’clock, though the fire was under 
contro], the building and contents were gutted 
and the roof, floors and sections of the outside 
walls had fallen in. Streams of water will be 
kept playing on the ruins all night, but da 
will elapse before the fire will be absolutely 
extinguished. ‘Fortunately, the brick walls 
kept the fire from spreading to other baildings, 
but a store and warehousa on the corner] of 
Weshington and King streets, were flooded 
with water. 

At the time of the fire there were about 
4,000 bales of cotton in the building, a major- 
ity of it belonging to the Morgan steamship 
company. This cotten was valued at $50 to 
$60 per bale, and about thirty per cent of its 
value will bealoss. The other goods stored 
in the building belong to about twenty-five or 
thi: ty different owners, and were mainly in- 
sured. The building was leased by John 8. 
Richards and wae formerly occupied by 
Booth & Edgar, sugar men, who still own it. 
The loss gn the building will be about $30,- 
000, and with damage to contents, the loss will 
probably equal $275,000,

constitution and laws. In conclusion, he says 

‘I shall be first among you to give an example o 
both military and republican discipline.”’ 

General Ferron, upon assuming the duties of 
the war office, also issued an order of the day, 
in which he says: | 

“Tl count upon the absolute devotion of all and 
am confident that the various arms of the service 
will continue to resolutely progress. The armies 
which surround us continue to increase in military 
training and tor us to remain station would be 
a backward step, which would jesioadle imperil 
the country’s interests. Like my predecessors, I 
@ a policy of military re- 
tofm and shall devote my whole time to increasing 
the defonsive forcesof France and the republic.” 

Moderate republican papers cordially wel- 
come the new miniatry. The monarchist press 
receives it rather favorably, but radical and 
independent papers are decidedly hostile.

SANFORD GAY PROBABLY FATAL. 
LY WO JNDED. 


He Meets a Negro Named Wess Croficld, Wi0 Makes 
an Attack Upon Him—A Enife Brought Lato 
Requisition With Bad Effect—Other 
Facts of the Affray--Notes, Eto, 


FAIRBURN, Ga., May 31,—[Special.]—Yester- 
day morning, at his home in Fayette counaty, 
Mr. Dock Gay, while engaged in a difficulty 
with a negro boy, about sixteen years old, re- 
ceived a terrible stab in the neck, which may 
result in hisdeath, Following are the partica- 
lars ag given to your correspondent: 

Mr. Gay had the boy employed 
as a laborer on the farm, anid a 
day or two previous to the difficulty i:z- 
sued him rations sufficient for two weeks, and 
yesterday morning as Mr. Gay mounted his 
horse for the purpose of going to Fayetteville 
to attend court, the boy came up and demand- 
ed more rations, and upon Mr. Gay refasing to 
issue him more, he began to curse him, and as 
Mr. Gay was getting off his horse, threw a rock 
at him. Mr. Gay stooped dowa and was in the 
act of picking up a rock when the negro ran up 
and sticking his knife in his neck, draw around 
to about the center ofthe throat, making a 
fearful gash, from which the blood flowed 
freely. While the wound is considered very 
dangerous, and may prove fatal, had the 
knife — the fraction of an inch deeper it 
would have resulted in instant death. Mr. 
Gay is one of the most prominent farmers in 
Fayetie county, and his death would be much 
regretted. 

The negro fled soon after doing the cutting 
and at last accounts had not deen arrested. 


ROBS3ON’S SHORTAGE. 


The Full Story of the Washington County 
Sensation. 


SANDERSVILLE, Ga., May 31.--[Special.]—Oa 
Saturday last the comptrotler general for ward- 
ed again to Solicitor-Genecal Rogers the fi fas 
of 1886, with instructions to make the money 
on them at once; also withdrawing an in: 
dulgence granted on the fi fa of 1887, giving as 
his reason that certain of the bondsmen for 
1887-8 bad applied for release from said bond. 
All of the fi fas, aggregating about $6,500, have 
been placed in the hands of thesheriff. Sheriff 
Wall says that Mr. Robson promised to pay the 
1+87 special tax deficit of $300. The other fi 
fas, at Mr. Robson’s request, Sheriff Wall sayp, 
he has agreed to hold until tomorrow before 
making levies. The actual doficit on the gen- 
eral tax of 1886 is, in round numbers, $1,810, on 
special taxes of 1886 $429, on special tax of 
1887 3300, aggregating $2,529, with interest from 
the time the several sums should have been 
paid at 20 per cent per annum; so that the 
whole matter will not fall far short of $2,800. 

Mr. K. J. N. Walden, one of the bondsmen 
for 1857-8, has sent in a formal application to 
the governor to be released from his obligation, 
and a prominent attorney says that he has been 
consulted by other bondsmen who contemplate 
the same ate). 

Quite a ripple was added to the general sen- 
gation caused by the affair by a rumor to the 
effect that one of Mr. Robson’s bondsmen, who 
bad signed the $2,400 note upon which the 
money was presumed to bave been borrowed, 
ssked Mr. Robson where the note was, and for 
some inexplicable reason Mr. Robson could not 
remember the name of the party to whom he 
had trausferred the note in Atlanta. Tais 
bondman seemed resigned to the inevitable aud 
said he expected the sheriff to make the levy 
tomorrow. 

Mr. Robson’s statement is as follows: 

That he h:4 been unfortunate, and when he 
ascertained that he was short of fands to meet 
the demands against him, he called his bonds- 
men together at Tennilleand made them a 
plain statement of the facts He gave to them 
decds to 1,845 acresof landand about $800 
worth of rent and other solvent notes. Also 
turned over to them his horse and buggy. He 
took from them a note for $2,400 and went to 
Atlanta for the purpose of negotiating a loan 
on it to pay off the claim against him. When 
he offered it for that purpose he made a plain 
statement az to what he proposed to do with 
the money. The parties to whom it was offer- 
ed called on the comptroller, and when in: 
formed that the books showed a balance 
against him of over $6,000, declined to 
make the loan until the credits were al- 
lowed. forced him to return to Ean lers- 
ville and to procure the certificate of the ordi- 
nary as to the crodits, which reduced tie bal- 
ance against him to about $2,500. When he 
returned to Atlanta with his papsrs Mr. Sam 
Geode pronounced the showing satisfactory, 
and telephoned in Mr. Robson’s hearing to 
Comptroller Wright that the money would be 
forthcoming. Mr. Wright telephoned back for 
Mr. Robson to come at oncsa to his office, and 
from a conversation with him Mr, Robison 
says he felt assured that the matter was all 
arranged, and ;eturned with that belief to 
Sandersville The return to Sanderayille of 
the fi. fas f:. _uvy was a great surprise to him, 
and hecs~ ‘+ account for it in viow of his un- 
derstanc vith the parties in Atlanta.

tend over the entire state covering every ram- 
ification and retching out into every nook and 
comer,

Suicide in the Army and Navy. 

During the past few years suicide has 
been alarmingly frequent in the United 
States army and navy. The fall details of 
the death of Lientenant Clarke, of the navy, 
at Panama, on the 10th of May, show that 
he must be added to this sad list. 

The men who have thus cut short their 
own lives have, as a rule, stood remarkably 
well in the service. Some of them were vet- 
erans who had won honors under the flag oi 
their country. Others were young men of 
rare promise for whom the fature seemed to 
be stored with blessings. Comparatively 
few of the suicides inthe army and navy 
have been of that reckless, dissipated class, 
whose death by theirown hands is not cal- 
colated tocreate surprise. What has been 
the cause of these repeated losses to the

Thir, too, in spitk of the fact that separate organi- 
wations are common enough at the north, 


The cavalry are kept somewhat engaged by 
the maranding Indians on the frontier, but 
the artillerymen, most of the infantry, and 
the naval officers are absolutely unemployed 
for agreater portion of their time.

It has, no doubt, been 
fatal to some men of strong ambition, who 
posresse | also sensitive and melancholy dis- 
positions, A dull, lazy life througha daily 
routine of petty duties is enough to depress 
almost apy nervous nature. That it has 
been the cause of some of the suicides in 
the army and navy cannot be doubted. 
Such an effect would not be accomplished . 
soon, but along chaffing under depressing 
conditions might induce a mental state that 
would eventually lead to desperation. 

It is not easy to see how the condition of 
affairs which has this tendency is to be 
changed, butit is to be hoped that the ser- 
vice will not lose more of its bright and hon- 
ored officers by the ‘‘Roman method,’ 


The Treasury Accumulations, 

Calling attention to the fact that the east- 
ern organs of the gold-bugs are renewing 
their clamors over the treasury surplus, the 
Courier-Journal says that ‘‘nothing exceeds 
the sublimity of the impudence of asking 
this administration to put it out of the way.”’

poet, has a copy of verses with the above caption; 
but he is after quite a different person. The indi- 
vidual in question now is the last confederate sol- 
dier who stood at his post on the lines in front of 
Richmond when that city was evacuated on the 
beautiful spring morning of April 2, 1365. A lovely 
day it wag, one of the loveliest of that bland and 
frostless spring, yet there were many thousands 
now dead and some thousands still living in whose 
memory it stood, or stands, as the gloomiest and 
most miserable of their lives, with the sole excep- 
tion of the same daycf the following week. 

Who was the last man on guard is a point easier 
to settle than who was the last to bring up the rear 
ix the retreat from the confederate capital. For, 
although the order given was for the with- 
drawal of the pickets at daylight, 
men fully armed and equipped, singly 
or in squads of two or three, took a leisurely break- 
fast at different houses in the city and ‘then 
lounged out ‘north and west torejoin their com- 
mands, certainly as late as 8o’clock. And at least 
one of the men on duty either did not receive, re 
ceiving, did not understand, or, understanding, 
decided not to obey, the order of withdrawal. The 
former of these explanations we believe to be the 
true one, As the federal army of occupation ad- 
vanced on the north side of the James, its fore- 
most men descried in theslant raysof the early 
sun a tall, gaunt figure by the roadside, some three 
miles below Richmond, that bade them pause, 
without saying a word or giving any sign. He 
was a member of the home guard, aman about 
fifty; six feet three inches high, built on the Icha- 
bod Crane principle, the same size all the way up, 
or down; rather nervous in manner, yet,on th.s 
occasion, as solemn and steady as oneof the an- 
cient oasks beneath which he stood. Restingupon 
his prehistoric musket he calmly looked down 
upon the invading column. To none of thesedoes 
the idea of summoning him to surrender seem to 
have occurred. Theyzstared at the apparition for a 
few mcmer ts, and then burst into a unanimous 
cheer. Others, as they filed by, took itup, until 
our solitary friend became the recipient of an ova- 
tion perhaps the most extraordinary of the wag. 

The name ofthe man was H. K Gregg, a Vir- 
ginian from the valley, by calling a printer, but 
latterly, in stress of types, an employe in one of the 
departments at Richmond. For many years he had 
been foreman of the Winchester Virginian, and 
afterwards editor of the Conservator, of Berryville, 
a few miles from that town. By health and consti- 
tution he was unfitted for the field, but, simple in 
character and honest of purpose, he had the cour- 
age of his convictions. He had some eccentricities 
among them that of eating but one meal a day. 
This habit, born of dyspepsia, was not a bad quali- 
fication for a confederate soldier, whose rations in 
1865 consisted, when they consisted of anything, 
usually of a “‘pone’”’ of moldly corn meal. 

Gregg went to Baltimore and died there a year or 
tworgo. He ought to havea monument rep: esent- 
ing him in the act of overlooking Ord’s advance, 


The Origin of Folk- Tales. 


It is not denied that some tales have been 
handed down generation r generation, nor 
thattome may have been disseminated in the 
mabser mentioned by Mr. Lang. It is exceeding- 
ly unlikely that, by either process, they would re- 
tain their original form. Belief in magic, how- 
ever, we know has prevailed almost universally 
among primitive peoples and is hardly extinct yet 
among the common people of the most enlightened 
countries. Nothing was so common in savage life 
as for one person to be in peril at 
the hands of another, or j,from 
wild beasts, storm, fiood, lightning or 
tornado, all of which were equally persons to the 
Savage apprehension. Escape from danger, we 
may assume, was not rarer Why should not tales 
of his adventures be full of the savage belief of the 
siory teller? The reader has noted the modern 
air of most of these stories. Clearly there has bern 
an adaption of primitive beliefs to modern condi- 
tions, Has not the same process gone on among 
all peoples, in all times, until advancing civiliza- 
tion drove ont the old be iefs? The origin of these 
beliefs I cannot here discuss. We cnow they ex- 
istec, and that with people of a given develop- 
ment they have had a remarkable like- 
ness the world over. My purpose is merely to 
show that these stories may have been separately 
invented, that there is no more reason to suppose a 
given people has borrowed them than their other 
tales. Is there not quite as much diversity int 1em 
8s in our modern love stories? Have not the poor 
hero and wealthy heroine always existed and had 
before them the problem of outwitting the cruel

A GANG OF OUTLAWS SUR- 
PRISED. 


@exes and Mexiean Authorities Join in Briakiog Up 
a Nest of Thieves and Murderers--Thres of the 
Party Bxecuted Bscape of Several Bad 
Characters- Others News Notes, 


BROWNSVILLE, Texas, May 31.—At dawn 
yesterday morning, in the midst of a driving 
rain, the Balsh cut-off above Santa Maria, Mex- 


ican territory, on this side of the river and the } 


refuge of about thirty desperate bandite, 
thieves and smugglers, was raided by forc-s 
from both sides of the river. Sheriff Bretof, of 
this county, and Deputy Clansner, of Sida'g”, 
with about ninety rancheros and deput es e:- 
tered fand drove out the bandits, wh> met 
with a warm reception on the other side from 
a detachment of the Third Cavalry, under 
command of Colonel Nieves Hernandez. A 
sharp fight ensued, in which Colonel Hernan- 
dez was wounded in the hand, one of his 
men killed and another wounded, One bandit 
was killed, several wounded and a number 
captured, several of whom are well known 
murderers, and were executed onthe spot. A 
large amount of stolen stock was found, most 
of which was returned to its owners. Breto 
brought in and jailed two men, Florencia 
Almanzar and Dolores Canter. On account of 
denze brush, a number of noted criminals made 
good their escape. The blow is, however, & 
eevere one to the disorderly and criminal ele- 
ment which had gathered in these cut-offs as 
they believed, safe from pursuits, ripe for any 
revolutionary plot, and maintaining them- 
selved by robbery and plunder. 


General Morgan’s Great Leap.

At Palmyra the banks of Kinchafoonee creek 
are high and precipitous. The highest bluff, a 
great rocky promontory that hangs over a deep 
and narrow stream, looms up far a>ove the 
boatman, beyond the reach of the longest pole, 
as he glides through ite shadow.

_— thirty feeet, and is known as Morgan's 

um. - : 

In 1839 General Henry Morgan, our fellow- 
towntmen, then the village schoolmaster of 
classic Palmyra, was discussing the death of 
Ssm Patch, occasioned by his last fearful leap, 
The young pedagogue conteaded,in the face 
cf all opposition, that the leap attempted was 
of easy and safe accomplishment by one of 
ccol head and experience, He stated that he, 


himself, had leaped over fifty feet into the | 


rivers of his northern home. The crowd was 
incredulous, and the pluck and determination 
of young Morgan was thoroughly aroused by 
their jests at his expense, and he showed his 
spizit by proposing to leap into the Kincha- 
focnee from the highest point that could be 
found on its steep banks, 

The party selected the point at which the 
test leap was to be made. The appointed day 
arriving, quite a crowd had collected to witness 
the feat. At the creek men would look down 
from the dizzy height to the seething waters 
below, and many joined in the attempt to dis- 
suade the “fool-hardy teacher’ from the rash 
attempt; but to no purpose, his determination 
was ag fixed asthe rocky beds of the stream. 
The leap was made, both feet foremost and 
head foremost, with perfect safety and ap- 
parent pleasure. 

Ever afterwards the bluff has been ca'led 
Morgan’s bluff, and many times afterwards the 
young schoolmaster, in the spring season, after 
the duties of the school room be been dis- 
charged for the afterncon, wonld repair to the 
binuff and indulge the pleasure of a bath in the 
rt clear waters of the picturesque Kiacha- 
oonee.

Henry Morgan. 


An Old Church. 
From the Brunswick, Ga., Appeal. 

Taylor’s chapel, five miles from the city, is, 
with one exception, the oldest church site in 
Glynn county—Frederica being the oldest. 
The church has been rebuilt two or three 
times. The first church was erected in 1810, 
and was burned down. It was built by the 
Forts, Gignilliatts, Barnetts and others.

Extensive Discovery of Relics of a Prehis- 
toric People in West Virginia. 

An extensive discovery of relics of some 
prehistoric race has been made in West Virginia, 
near the headwaters of the Guyandotte, on the 
property of a gentleman named Leitz.

AN ATTORNEY'S AFFIDAVIT.

But thatshe was now swearing the truth, In 
apswerto why she said her sister had sworn a lie 
op Holman’s trial, she said she and her sister had 
been told by a man that the marder would 
be laid on Lizzie, and “posted’’ them, as 
she expressed it, what tale to tell. T ais 
testimeny an‘ the testimony of Holman himself as 
to his innocence was heard by the jury on a 
charge against the Holcomb women. The jury 
then sent for Lizzie Holcomb, who, as I learned, 
was told that she need not testify unless she de- 
sired, and efter being so instructed told the same 
story detailed above, as coming from her sister. I 
heard her admit that she had testified falssly on 
Ho)man’s trial,and that she knew when she did 
so ¢hat it wads false, but gave the same excuse for 
so ¢ oing that her sister had done.
